Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: (claims 1-4 
and 6- 11 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1-10) prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a method for managing information relating to processing of polymer probe 
arrays comprising steps of associating an output image file with an electronically stored 
chip table, wherein said polymer probe array chip is applied with a target sample 
derived from a biological source to produce said output image file in conjunction with 
rest of claims 1 , 9 and 1 1 .
